One of the greatest impediments to the progress of Architectural Art in this country has been 
the difficulty of finding any building maierial which should unite durability with elegance, and 
should not at the same time be so expensive as to preclude its being generaJly employed. Stone 
suitable for building purposes is not fonnd in many parts of the country, and especiidly not near the 
MefropoUa. In addition to its expensiveness, stone soon becomes discoloured, and many kinds decay 
ra{>idly when exposed to smoke and atmospheric impurities. In all the south-eastern districts at the 
country brick is the nsnal substitute resorted to ; but, as hitherto employed, its shape and colour, 
cumbined with the smallness of its size, have resulted in extreme meanness d effect, and rendered 
its employment impossible when anything like artistic effect was aimed at An escape from this 
dilemma has been attempted by covering the brickwork with stncco; but this is admitted to be at 
least a most ondesirable makeshift. 

Under these drenmaftances, the employment of Terra-Cotta seems to offer a means of remedying 
this defect more readily than any other which has yet been suggested. It is more duraUe than 
stooe; Its colour may be toned down if desirable; its neatness and preckmanem remove at oooc all 
appearanoe of meanness; and it is capable of being moulded into ornaments of any amount of 
compleziQr or abarpuess of detail. For a long time its employment in this country has been limited 
by fiscal regnlatioiis connected with the duty on bricks, and when resorted to, baa too often been 
nosucoessfril for want of refined and elegant models. Of late, however, several finns have undertaken 
its manufacture on a large scale, and can produce articles of elegance and durability. 
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Gruner’s Terra-Cotta Architecture— continued. 

One great obstacle to the general introdnclion of Terra-Cotta as a building material in England 
is the want of familiarity on the part of Architects with the modesin which it can be most artistically 
combined. The object of Mr. Gruner’s work on Terra-Cotta architecture is to supply this deficiency 
and to furnish approved patterns and models. Many parts of Italy are similarly situated to England 
as regards building materials, and from early times Terra-Cotta has been there very generally used 
as the only means of meeting the difficulty. The Italians, with their inherent taste and arti.^ti 
education, nave worked it into forms of the most artistic beauty. In the north of Italy Terra-Cotta 
has been employed, not only in the erection of palaces and civic buildings, but also in churches and 
edifices of the most monumental class. 

The employment of this material has been attended with such signal success that the Terra-Cotta 
buildings of Italy, either in the Mcdiitval or Renaissance style, arc at tlie present day, on the whole, 
better preserved, and generally more admired, than those erected in stone or marble. 

With a knowledge of these facts before us, it is hoped that, by placing in the hands of the British 
public detailed drawings of a selection of the best Italian examples, the difficulties that impede the 
introduction of Terra-Cotta may be removed. Their study will enable the architect of the present 
day to start at once from the point attained by the long experience of the Italians in the art, and 
from this source to produce designs which cannot fail to be pleasing and satisfactory. 

In order to meet these wants, the examples enumerated in the subjoined lists have been selected. 
They are such as seem best adapted not only to the requirements of modem church architecture, 
but also such as may be advantageously used as suggestions for the decoration of cither civic build¬ 
ings or private dwelJing-houscs in town or country. 

The drawings here reproduced in colour arc the result of the long labours and studies of Signoi 
Lose, whose taste and long ])ractice of the eye has recovered—in many cases from buildings reduced 
to ruin by war, wanton dilapidation, dirt an<l neglect, rather than from effects of the weather—orna¬ 
ments obliterated from the view of an ordinary observer. To a certain extent his drawings may be 
styled discoveries. By patiently retracing, with his practised eye, every tint, every shade of colour, 
every scratch, he has succeeded in rescuing and presenting to us the Italian architect’s original plans 
and designs restored to a freshness which they possessed when first built,

It has been the compiler’s object to give in a comparatively 
smaU compass and in a popular form as much information as possible set forth in terse and clear 
language conceming the meaning of such terms—a subject of study peculiarly interesting and cur¬ 
rent at the present day, and one to which considerable attention is now being directed by the laity 
as well as the clergy. The compiler has been for many years collecting materials for the volume 
from all ordinary liturgical hoolu and treatises, and has consulted nearly two hundred MSS., e.a., 
Church and Churchwardens* Accounts, of different periods, which throw much light both on the 
Statute law and Custom of the English Church. He has also made considerable use of the varion.s 
County Histories, which contain so much un-tabulated information, and is indebted to many friends 
for notes, records of facts literary guidance and friendly criticism. The illustrations are largely 
taken ffoin English examples.

The Collection of Works in Cameo and Intaglio, formed by the third Duke of Marlborough and 
known as the “ Marlborough Gems,” has for nearly a century deservedly possessed a wide reputa¬ 
tion. To the archaeologist, the cabinet at Blenheim has always possessed a singular interest, from 
its including the collection of gems which had been formed by the famous Earl of Arundel, who, 
during the troubled time of Charles I., found a solace for the abridgment of his dignities in 
collecting works of art and monuments of antiquity. 

The entire Collection was sold in June, 1876, for £35,760. 

The present work is a rcimpression of the two splendid volumes, printed and distributed by the 
third Duke of Marlborough in 1780 and 1791, wherein a hundred of the most remarkable pieces in 
his Collection are described and figured. Only a limited impression was printed at the expense of 
the Duke of Marlborough. 

This issue is in every respect the same as that of 1781-90; of which Hibbert\s copy sold for 
£71. 8s, and Combe’s for £98.

Such a remarkable series of plates, accompanied by a competent in¬ 
troduction from the pen of Mr. Gilbert, must arouse surprise in many 
minds and help to modify existing notions on the subject of old Irish 
history. Here‘ are specimens from the Domnach Airgid, a MS. of the 
fifth century, which there is fair evidence to show belonged to St. Patrick;

as an illustrative work superior to whatever else 
has yet been achieved. We possess the Vaidik 
Hymns translated in literal fashion by Wilson, 
Langloi.s, Max Muller ; the admirable frag¬ 
ments from theMababharataand theHaniayana 
by Dean ^lilman ; the Sacontala by Sir Wil¬ 
liam Jones, and some versions from the pen of 
Professor Wilson. But most of those produc¬ 
tions are rather scholarly labours than spirited 
poetical transcripts ; and the reader who wishes 
to gain some knowledge of the riches of San¬ 
scrit Poesy, in its whole extent, must peruse 
Mr. Grillith’s work. Its selections are made 
with taste, and in chronological order ; the 
translations are at once faithful and vigorous;

Herbal, edited by J. Williams Ab Ithel, M.A., and translated by John 
PuoHE, thick 8vo. xxx and 470 p/?. cloth, published at 21«, reduced to 10s 1862 
“Rhys Gryg was the son of Rhys ab Qruffyd, prince of South Wales, and lived in the 
former part of the 1 dth century, lie was a distinguished warrior, and fought with various 
success in the wars which were carried on in Wales ahnost without intermission daring his life. 
According to old usage he had his domestic Physician, namely Rhiwallon, who was assisted by 
his three sons, Cadwgan, Gruffydd, and Einion, from a place called Myddvai, in the present 
county of Caermarthen, whose rights and privileges, as enjoined by law, were worthily main¬ 
tained and upheld by him. Under his patronage these men made a collection of valuable 
medicinal recipes applicable to the various disorders to which the human body was then subject 
But though this collection bears their name, we are not to suppose that all the prescriptions con¬ 
tained therein were the result of the studies and experience of the Physicians of Myddvai.

Dr. Rodwell’s translation of the Coran has at length (after fifteen years) reached a second 
edition. Its merits arc too well known to need commendation at our hands, and the chronological 
artangement of the Suras (founded upon Noldeke’s researches), though it cannot be accepted as final, 
is a distinctive feature of great importance and value. As the basis of further investigations, such 
an arrangement had become almost necessary; and it is remarkable that Dr. Rod well has not seen 
cause to make any important alterations in this respect in the second edition.

Chapter of a History of the fine Arts in this Kingdom, extending from the Roman occupation of 
Great Britain to the Norman Conquest. 

By most persona thia ** dark age,” aa it has been termed, will scarcely be supposed capable of 
aSbrding materials for such a history; and indeed, with the exception of a very few examples given 
by Strutt, Aatle, knd Shaw, no opportunity bad been afforded to the poblio of Judging of the 
marvellous beauty and excessive intricacy of the ornamentation and designs of Anglo-Saxon and 
Iridi Manuacripta, until the publication of my ** Palssographia Sacra Pictoria,*’ in which I devoted 
many platea to theee marvels of Art.

mi all other parts of the civilized world, and which was adopted and imitated in the schools founded 
on tbe Continent by Charlemagne, as well as in the monastic establishments founded or visited by 
Anglo-Saxon and Irish Missionaries, many of which became famous seats of learning. 

On this suMect M. Digby Wyatt, one of the most accomplished of living artists, observes, 
^ In deUeacy qf handling, and minute, InUfaidtlen execution, the whole range of palaography 
Sffere nothing comparable to these early Irish Manuscripts, and those produced in the same style 
tn England. When in Dublin some years ago, I had the opportunity qf studying very carefully 
ike most marvellous of them all—* The Book of Kells ;* some qf the ornaments qf which I 
attempted to copy, but broke down in despair. Of this work Mr. Westwood examined the pages, 
as I did, for hours together, without ever detecting a false line or irregular interlacement'' 

From this fine Manuscnpt four pages are copied, whilst tbe Libraries of London, Lambeth, 
Oxford, Cambridge, Durham, Lichfield, Salisbury, Dublin, Paris, Rouen, Boulogne, St. Gall, 
Copenhagen, Stockholm, Utrecht, St. Petersburgb, Ac. have been laid under contribution, and 
have afifbrd^ materials for illustration ; amongst which are numerous examples of tbe later 
Anglo-Saxon Manuscripts, in which an entirely distinct, and equally national style of ornamenta- 
tioa, of a very gorgeous character, was developed in the school of St. Etbelwold. 

Tbe fius-eimilea from the original Manuscripts have been executed by myself with the most 
•erupolooa attention to precision of detail ; tbe majority having, in fact, been made with the 
■asistanoe of a magnifying gloss. This statement wiU, it is hoped, be a sufiicient guarantee for 
tiie truthfulness of tbe Plates contained in the work. The fac-similes have been re-produced under 
■y own eye, and the utmost care has been bestowed upon the Cbromo-lltbographio printing : so 
that the Work may be regarded as a small paper rival of the grand, but enormously expensive 
work, of Coont Bastard upon tbe Miniatures and Ornaments of l^rly French Manuscripts.

Introduced into Ireland most probably with Christianity, it there received a very high develop¬ 
ment by being engrafted upon the native Keltic stock, and thence spread with Irish and Christian 
teaching, not only to Scotland and the North of England, but to still more distant parts of Europe.**

Zoological Museum of Dresden, to l)e entitled “ Abbildungen von Vogel-Skeletten,” in which he 
signifies his intention to publish, in j)arts, figures of the skeletons of rare and little known birds. 
Each part is to contain ten plates of large quarto size, one of which, representing the skeleton of 
the extremely uncommon pan*ot from New Guinea, Da^tilus peeqaeti (Lesson) accompanies the 
jiro.spectus. It is a photo-lithograph, and differs materially from any other which we have seen in 
one important particular, namely that the bones on one side only are depicted, which is a great 
advantage, as it prevents the confusion unavoidably associated with the representation of die whole 
structure. The illumination of each bone and foens of every part is most satisfactory, more so in 
many I'e.spccts than any drawing could poasibly be. Short commentaries, with measurements, will 
accompany each plate. It is proposed that Part I shall contain figures of LoricuUuf cuUHsissif 
Chamnoayna josephino:. Meropogon forsteni, Paradisea papuana, Cicinvmss regius, Memneodia 
Chalyhea, Piilohus sireciostis, 0 tidiphaps nehiUs, and OaUus Cachiva (from Celebes). la the series 
is also to be inclnded the skeletons of the several domestic pigeons and fowls.
